NOTES FROM A TRANSATLANTIC DIARY 


Brussels is called the HMttle Paris. One 
dines on the sidewalk and drinks whatever 
he will at any hour. Early in the morning I 
have seen men drinking beer when I was 
merely finishing my breakfast. In one res- 
taurant I was astonished to see a man on a 


platform waving his hands about and using . 


his lips without making any noise. I was 
told that all the patrons of that restaurant 
were either deaf or dumb and that twice 
weekly lessons in sign language and lip 
reading were given ag an inducement to 
come there and partake of a glass of beer 
or vin rouge. 

I don’t know whether it ts due to the jote 
de vivre or what, but I find sleeping very 
difficult owing to the incessant tooting of 
taxi horns. A good taxi driver keeps one 
band on the horn all the time and most of 
the taxi drivers are fairly expert, so that 
one retains the impression received the first 
night in Brussels that a whole zoo had es- 
caped and gone mad. 

The franc here, as in France, ig very low, 
but here the attitude towards Americans is 
not sO pronouncedly antagonistic and prices 
are not raised accordingly as they are in 
France. An excellent meal with wine and 
other liquids well-nigh priceless tn the States 
can be had for 30 francs or less. A taflor- 
made suit sells for 300 francs. When mul- 
tiplied by 3 cents in our money these prices 
seem very cheap, and are so. Added to 
that. Belgium is the only country an Amert- 
can is not charged $10 to enter and stay 
for three months... The proprietors of restau 
rants don’t go out to lunch because it is 
cheaper to eat at home, so if you come to 
Belgium you will be sure of a good meal.

The Chevrolet Motor Co., largest 
manufacturer of three-speed cars, 
shattered two of its marks in Sep- 
tember when it established a new 
monthly record of 81,158 passen- 
ger cars and trucks and attained a 
production total of 593,281 units 
for the first nine months of 1926, 


jeclipsing the half-million produc- 


tion of the entire 12 months of 
1925, Chevrolet’s greatest year. 
The September production aver- 
aged 3381 units daily for the 24 
working days of the month. This 
also is a new reoord. The 81,158 
total for September followed sev- 
months of record- 
breaking production.

igreat problems for this country to 
| solve—except, of course, the ques- 
ition as to our future international 
'relations. That question soon

;sien. The war 'eft America richer 
ithan ever, and since 1918 the peo- 
iple of the country have been busy | 
i'making more money aud not wor-| 
irying about the future. 

Difficult to Place Itself. 

It has been rather difficult form. 
the Legion to place itself. Natural-' 
ly, ihe Legion Las been intcrested | 
in seeing that a square deal be giv- 
ien the wounded and disabled vet-) 
‘erans of the World War and still 
he guard jealously the comrades, 
| who were bDroken in camp or bat-,

seeing to the same thing. and there 
‘has been no issue drawn. 
| The Legion has been

There has been a fight under 
the surface to place the Legion oa

There has been an effort 
to get the Legion on record as fa- 
voring a unified air for 
which Col. William Mitchell fought. 
While a committee report has fa- 
yored the Mitchell air service plan, 
with a cabinet officer to head the 
department of aviation, the Le- 
gion itself postponed action until 
another year. 

There is no doubt that when 
the Legion first was organized 
some of the men back of it were 
impressed with the political power 
of a unified force of 4,000,000 men 
who were called to the colors, with 
;more than 2,000,000 seeing service 
overseas. It argued the 
young men of the A. E. F. and of 
| the service in this country, should 
|take their place in politics. Many 
| of them have. Already, there are 
several United States Senators who 
were in the World War, and pos- 
sibly a score of Representatives in 
the House.
